Washington, June 15.—A statement 
by Senator Hoar in the senate Monday 
that the honest, sober men of the Unit­ 
ed States looked with contempt upon 
the charges against the United States 
senate drew from Senator Tillman a 
stirring reply, in which he insisted that 
Mr. Hoar was entirely mistaken. 
The 
charge that senators speculated in su­ 
gar had been made by reputable news­ 
paper men over their own signatures, 
he said, and the people wanted the 
charges disproved or their authors pun­ 
ished. Mr. Tillman said he hail 
re­ 
ceived thousands of letters in the last 
ten days from the people of the south, 
west and north, and he knew the people 
did not believe the charges were in­ 
famous. “We cannot hide behind our 
senatorial togas,” he cried. He said he 
believed the charges aud he had asked 
for an investigation. Newspaper cor­ 
respondents had offered to prove that 
senators had speculated in sugar stock. 
If the senate declined to examine the 
proof it stood convicted before the peo­ 
ple. 
During the debate on the sugar 
schedule Mr. Allen (Neb.) reverted to 
the colloquy last Saturday in which he 
held that it was the right and duty of 
the government to take legal steps to 
dissolve the sugar trust. He argued 
that injunction, quo warranto and oth­ 
er legal process could he invoked by 
federal courts against a state corpora­ 
tion engaged in interstate or interna­ 
tional trade. 
His vote, and he 
be­ 
lieved the votes of the populist sen­ 
ators. would he cast to cancel the Ha­ 
waiian treaty as a means of develop­ 
ing the heet-sugar industry 
of 
this 
country. 
Mr. Pettigrew (S. D.) followed in sup­ 
port of his amendment proposing th a t. 
articles made by a trust he put on the 1 
free list. No tariff hill would be suc­ 
cessful, he said, without some defense 
of the people against the trusts, and 
such a bill would meet with popular 
condemnation. 
As a protectionist, he 
offered this amendment, believing that 
with it the tariff hill could he defended 
against assaults.

and the lower part of New York city.

Chief Engineer John C. Spencer pre­ 
sented Lib quarterly report to the 
common council last evening. 
It was

Gentlemen:— I herew ith subm it the 
quarterly report of the chief engineer 
of 
the fire departm ent, show ing the 
present condition of the fire depart­ 
m ent, w ith suggestions or recom m en­ 
dations as provided by the city char­ 
ter. 
Since January I, 1897, the fire de­ 
partm ent has responded to twenty-four 
(24) b x and nine (9) still alarms, mak­ 
ing tai ty-’.hree (33) calls up to date. 
The pr a p t re s p ite on the part of 
the fire department to all these alarms 
is shown iu the tabulated statem ent of 
losses. 
The 
loe6et 
range from 
nothing up 
to oue hundred and 
t wemy-eigut (SI 28) dollars. 
The 
heaviest lu&s to fat mis .* ear was that 
on April 7 at I.OO o'clock in the morn­ 
ing, being in me Smith 
blick on 
East Mil waukee street. 
Here the less 
On the building was IOO and on con­ 
tents $68 making a total lots of $128 
which was covered by insurance. 
The department has made a num­ 
ber of long inns so me of whiea have 
been a mile or more f *orn the business 
center of the city while the depart­ 
m ent is engaged outside the “ fire 
limits’' 
I have adopted as a rule, 
which went into effect this morniug, 
by whioh one hose company will re 
main at the station to respond to 
Alarms should one come in. 
Just how 
this experiment will work with our 
limited force remains to be seen, bat I 
believe It will worn satisfactorily. 
With the exception of a few minor 
details the a p p a ra ts la all in good 
condition although all the vehicles are 
in need of a new coat of paint and 
varnish. 
While the houses have undergone 
some repairs this spriag, the roofs are 
in bad condition, requiring patching, 
new gutters or conductors and paint. 
Oar horses are lo good health, and 
to all appearances, in good coniiti n. 
The fire department la also in need 
of six new piay-pipes and "cnt-cff’ 
nozzles. 
I would also recommend that two 
six-gallon Babcock fire extinguisher 
be put chased for use In the depart­ 
ment. 
The good service of the two 
similar extinguishers now used on the 
fire patrol wagon, is my only reason 
for asking an increase in capacity, be­ 
sides they will prove valuable now 
th at one hose company will remain in 
the business center of the city to 
guard our most valuable property. 
The fire alarm system, while it has 
and is now working highly satisfac­ 
tory, requires seme additionil auxil­ 
iaries for its owu protection, besides 
some additional instruments for mak­ 
ing tests. 
We also require at least 
tw o city maps, upan whioh to trace 
our lines, thereby making it conveni­ 
ent for all members of the fire depart­ 
ment to beoome fa in I tar with the 
alarm system. This I deem of grave 
importance,ae without these maps and 
tracing, it is almost impossible to in­ 
struct the men in the intricate details 
of the workir g of the system. 
It is 
also very important that the extent 
c f our lines and the various connec­ 
tions with instruments and working, 
should be possessed by more than one 
m»n. 
The call members of the fire depart­ 
m ent are disappointed s t the motion 
taken by the last council on their pe­ 
tition for sn incresae of pay, and re­ 
quest me to sgsin call the attention 
of the common council to the matter. 
tFhile I am of the opinion that many 
of the call members do not under­ 
stand 
the ac.ion of the common 
council. 
I believe that the m atter 
should again ba referred to the fire and 
water committee, for farther c maid r- 
ation. 
After consultation with the president 
and secretary of the board of police 
and fire commissioners, I opened a 
school for the purpose of instructing 
the men regarding their duties as Ara­ 
in en, iu the hops of enabling them the 
h atter to answer the questions cor­ 
rect Ij which would likely be propound­ 
ed kf the commissioners. 
A'I the reg­ 
u lar a e s were anxious to leceive sash 
instruction, and have b.ven enthusias­ 
tic in studying the lessons givea them 
Not so. however, with the call mem­ 
bers, as only three have signified a 
willingness to undergo an examination 
by the board,unless the common coun­ 
oil first takes action on their petition. 
T his action on the part of the call 
members convinces me that unless the 
men seoure the advance pay they peti­ 
tion for, they will quietly drop out cf 
the service when they are called upon 
to take the examination before the 
board of commissioners. 
Six of the 
call members did not appear in the 
parade on Memorial Day atter having 
been requested to appear by the chief 
engineer.

Sugar Schedule Is N early Completed 
Pettigrew 
Anti-Trust 
Amend­ 
ment Rejected by a Vote 
of 32 to 
35 - Agricultural 
Schedule Taken 
Up by the Senators. 


Washington, June 16.—The 
senate 
made a great stride forward Tuesday 
by completing the consideration of the 
sugar schedule of the tariff bill, ex­ 
cept the provision relating to Hawaii, 
which went over. 
The first paragraph 
of the sugar schedule served to bring 
out all the speeches and the test votes, 
and when this was passed the other 
paragraphs of the schedule were agreed 
to without 
further opposition. 
As 
agreed to the schedule places on sugar 
not above No. 16 Dutch standard I cent 
per pound aud .03 of a cent for every 
degree above To; and on sugars above 
No. 16 Dutch standard 1.95 cents 
per 
pound, but on sugars testing below 87 
degrees 1-10 cent per pound shall be 
deducted. 
The other provisions of tho 
schedule relate to maple sugar, maple 
sirup, candy, etc. 
Only one yea and nay vote was taken 
during the day, on the amendmentof 
Mr. Lindsay (Ky.) to make the rate % 
cent per pound on sugar above No. 16 
Dutch standard. The am endment was 
defeated, 32 to 35. 
The Pettigrew amendment relating 
to trusts was then taken up and dis­ 
cussed at length. 
Mr. Pettigrew 
de­ 
sired to have Ms amendment voted on 
as a part of the sugar schedule. 
Mr. 
Allison asked that it go over, but Mr. 
Pettigrew said he felt U te having the 
issue now, unless overruled by the sen­ 
ate. 
Mr. Hoar said he 
specifically 
ob* 
jected to that feature of the am end­ 
m ent which permitted three or more 
men to form a combination and thus 
force the articles handled by them on 
the free list. 
Three men in Chicago 
might, he said, form a 
combination 
which would wreck 10,000 woolen in­ 
dustries of the entire country. 
Mr. Nelson (Minn.) pointed out what 
he regarded as radical defects in the 
Pettigrew 
amendment, 
although 
he 
supported the general principle of i t 
He said the amendment might result 
in cutting off the revenues of the gov­ 
ernment. 
It would also place an en­ 
tire industry, outside of any trust, sub­ 
ject to penalties because some small 
trust was formed in that line. 
The 
senator urged 
that 
senators 
should 
vote down all amendments, pass the 
tariff bill, and then turn their attention 
to some effective remedy against the 
trusts. 
Mr. Allison again urged 
that 
the 
am endment ought to go over for the 
tim e being, and he appealed to 
Mr. 
Pettigrew to allow this to bo done, but 
the latter refused. He maintained that 
every objection could be met, and he 
was willing to so amend his proposi­ 
tion as to make it an effectual remedy 
against trusts. 
Mr. Allison finally tested the sense of 
the senate by moving 
to 
table 
the 
amendment, which motion prevailed— 
yeas, 
35; 
nays , 32—two Democrats, 
Morgan and McEnery, voting with the 
Republicans to table and thus turning 
the scale against the amendment. 
The tobacco schedule was passed over 
and consideration of the agricultural 
schedule resumed.
